London, M ay 31.— At St. ,Iames*pal 
act* yesterday afternoon the curtain 
was run down on the Turko-Balkan 
quarrel and the state of war which last­ 
ed for 234 days was ended in ten min­ 
utes by the signing of the treaty ol 
peace. 
The proceedings were brisk 
and businesslike. 
Five copies of the 
treaty, printed on plain sheets with j 
blanks for the signatories lay on the 
polished mahogany table when .Sir Kd 
ward Grey, the foreign secretary, and I 
the delegates took their seats for the ' 
final conference. 
Sir Edward ojiened j 
the proceedings with a short speech 
In French, congratulating the dele* | 
gates on the conclusion of peace and 
expressing the pleasure felt by King 
George at the termination of their la­ 
bors. 
Dr. S. Daneff. the Bulgarian peace 
delegate, in the course of an interview’ 
after the signature of the preliminary 
treaty of peace, said: 
‘‘I am rejoiced. 
It means not only Balkan peace, hut 
general peace, and KJurope is saved 
from one of the most thorny problems 
of the age.” 
The relations between the Balkan 
nations continue to grow graver ever

day despite the signing by all the al j 
lies of the draft of the peace treaty 
with Turkey, but no open rupture is 
reported.
